declared by the coin* to l*e the most pe­ 
culiar statement ever made before him. 
MeCaslln described himself as "an 
ether souse" and plea*led guilty to the 
larceny charge. A c ording to his story, 
his Indulgence in tile soporific dates 
back tw’o years.
